have him sent home at once, bu t his 
condition wou ld u ot allow It, and all 
th a t is possible Is belnn done for him 
a t the hospital. 
When he was hu rt 
Stevenson had 12.''. and a nold watch 
bu t some one entered his room, hmk 
the valu ables and departed. 
He has 
not yet been located.
